The rope's Ileal I li Couscs Alarm. 

Rome, Jan. 22.— Tho newspapers gener- 
ally consiilereil as organs of tlio Vatican 
treat of the Pope's health with obscurity 
ami apparent reluet'inco, as if it were a sub- 
ject they would riitlicr avoid, but are com- 
pelled by public interest to mention. Tin y 
s.iy that his Holiness, being made weary by 
the New Year's reception, was advised by 
his physicians to take a test for several days 
and to observe certain precautious in regard 
to his.heulth. By following these instruc- 
tions he has recovered, and ia as well as 
usual. The Pope received Cardinul Li 
Levite, Bishop of Oslia and Prefect of the 
Inquisition. Other papers, not official, 
state that the Pope caught a cold in the 
wet and chilly weather of Monday last, and 
wtia advisn] Ijy his doctors to take to his 
bed. Ho followed the directions and soon 
c;ot better. The doctors visited him tit f> 
o'clock Thursday evening, and found him 
asleep. They waited until 7 o'clock, when 
ho awoke much refreshed, and bhero they 
rem lined conversing with him till II o'clock. 
This long visit of tho physicians created 
ulartn outside tho Vatican. Tho Pope is re- 
ported to have said to the doctors, to day, 
upon hearing of ti.e anxiety aa to hia con- 
dition: " Why do tho people worry about 
me?" The general belief in Rome ia that 
the Pope, while not attacked by any serious 
disease, is slowly losing his vitality. 

Surprise Among Diplomats— What Does II 
Mean? 

London, Jan. 22.— Much surprise was 
occiisioned by the official announcement to- 
diy that Lord Vivian was not to go to St. 
Petersburg from Brussels, but would go ns 
Ambassador to Rome, Sir Robert Morier 
remaining tit St. Petersburg as British 
Ambassador. Tito reason given is that Sir 
Robert's health bus so much improved that 
there is no need of transferring him to the 
milder climate of Ituly. The prevalent im- 
pression, however, In well informed circle, 
is that tile foreign olliee is in possession of 
important information relative to the de- 
signs of Russia, and that this information is 
connected wit li the action of Russia's pre- 
p iritig for the busty transfer of troops from 
Poland to the East. It is believed that 
under t lirse circumstances Lord Salisbury 
has decided that it would be unwise to dis- 
pense, at St. Petersburg, with the service of 
diplomat so well Verted iu Russian 
methods as Sir Robert Morier. 

Silver Standard an Election Issue. 

London, Jan. 22.— Mr. J. Birtwistle, 
secretary of tho United Textile Workers, 
bus issued an address to tlio two candidates 
for the Rosondale seat in Parliament,, made 
vacant by the fact that Lord Hartington, 
its representative for yeurs past, entered 
the House of Lords upon the death of his 
father, the Duke of Devonshire. In this 
address, Mr. Birtwistle asked tho candi- 
dates, Sir Thomas lirooks (Unionist) and 
Mr. J. H. Muilen (Gladstone Liberal), to 
support silver as the standard currency of 
the Empire, and to advocate the same 
policy between nations To these requests 
Sir Thomas lirooks lias replied, saying that 
the Right Hon. G. J. do.-ehen. Chancellor 
ol the Exchequer, and other prominent Con* 
servatives, are in favor of a similar 
scheme, which he (Sir Thomas) would 
glnlly support. Mr. J. H. Maden bus also 
m ide a reply to Mr. Birtwistle's requests. 
He says that he thinks that the piopnsal 
puts an artificial value upon silver and that 
lie prefers a solid basis. Mr. Madden adds, 
however, that he is willing to support su h 
a measure if no hotter one is proposed. 
Mr. Birtwistle, In answer to these re plies 
from the two candidates, announces, in the 
interest, of tho United textile works, that 
they ought to recognize the Silver Union ua 
being one of the most powerful in Great 
Britain. The union referred to has hun- 
dreds of members in Rosserdale, and it is 
anticipated that the replies mad,) by Sir 
Thomas Brooks timl Mr. J. II. .Midden to 
the proposition put forth in the interest of 
the text ile workers will have considerable 
influence upon the result of the election. 

ArCIIKtltlon Against a Leading Mussulman 

London, Jan. 22.- A despatch from 
Tangiers says that much excitement has 
been caused iu Morocco owing to tho fact 
that the Clierif of Wazan, who is held in 
ice only second to that shown to the 
Sultan, is forcibly detained by the French 
in Algeria. The Clierif is accused by the 
French of using his religious influence to 
animate the tribes against French rule. 

Stale Libel (use In Anstrln. 

Vienna, Jan. 22 — The editor of the 
Vienna Tagblatt is being prosecuted for a 
publication of list November, in which the 
Emperor Francis Joseph wiis represented as 
being apprehensive of a war with Russia. 
The publication caused a panic on the 
Bourse at the time, mid the tuitli of it was 
officially dmiod. The Tagblatt thereupon 
asserted that it had no reason to doubt the 
accuracy of the stoiy, which was to the 
effect that the Emperor had made the re- 
mark iu a conference with the Polish 
dignitary JawoUky.

KUi LED IN A CHURCH. 

Tho Roof Kalis in nnd Causes Death anil 
Injury to the Worshippers. 

St. Peterspuro, Jan. 2.1 — AtBlobodsko, 
16 miles from Viatka, a frightful accident, 
to-day, caused a number of deaths. A 
largo congregation thronged one of the 
numerous churches, for which Slobodsko 
is celebrated. While worship was goinj, 
and without any warning tlio roof ol the 
church fell iu with a tremendous crash 
People were crushed beneath tho gren 
beams, and fcirful cries went up from the 
struggling and writhing mass. Those who 
were ublo rushed to tho windows 
and doors for egress and u nun. her were 
hurt in their effort to get out. The people 
of the town hurried to the rescue and aided 
in extricating the dead und injured. Mean- 
lime a (ire broke out in the wreck from the 
fire that bad been used to warm the church. 
Fortunately the rescuers succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flames without additional 
loss of life. The number killed and injured 
is estimated ut from 03 to 70.

Indianapolis, Jan. 22. — At f iur o'clock 
this morning 10 dead bodies, mangled be- 
yond recognition, bud been taken from the 
burned surgical institute. The attendants 
barely awakened all the patients and the 
halls und upper rooms were a pandemonium. 
Shriek after shriek for help went up as the 
inmates realized their terrible situation. 
At ten this morning nineteen bodies were 
taken from the ruins and eleven identified. 
A number of patients is still missing. Soon 
after daylight, this morning, people begun 
to gather at the scene of the holocaust. 
Only the police, firemen, tho reporters 
and other persons who had special 
business were allowed inside the 
police lines. By seven o'clock the news 
of the fire had spread all over the city, and 
hundreds of persona who hud relutivcs or 
acquaintances in the institution begun to 
join the vast crowd. They begged the 
policemen for information as to those in 
whom they were interested. After they 
had gained all the information they could 
there, they mad': the rounds of the morgue, 
and stood with blanched faces while the 
white cloths were turned back, revealing 
fae :s and bodies burned to a crisp. Limbs 
that, crumb'td when touched were handled, 
in hopes of discovering som< thing which 
would make recognition possible. Visitors 
crowded into tlio Institute, over the 
Wcddell House, and hastily looked 
over the great crowd of unfortu- 
nates, in bopo of recognizing the one 
they knew. While this was transpiring, 
tho firemen, the police and the volunteer 
citizens were prosecuting the search in the 
ruins for more bodies. It was u dangerous 
ta-k. The old shell of a building, gutted 
by the h'ro, trembled as tho men walked 
over the floors, aud thero was danger con- 
neetfd with every step that one took. The 
search was begun in the upper rooms of the 
east wing of the building and was soon re- 
warded by the finding of the four bodies 
burned to a crisp. The upper rooms are 
being thoroughly searched. Chief Webster 
gave directions that the lower floor and 
cellars should be the next searched. 

At o'clock, the dangerous task of re- 
moving the bodies began. Many persons, 
who were uxious bbout the missing.crowdod 
into the building where the searchers were 
at work. The little box bedrooms were 
explored and every article of wearing up- 
parel or furniture was examined in hopes of 
getting some trace of missing ones. Many 
pairs of braces were unearthed in the ruins, 
aliow ing that some of tho unfortunates, in 
their effort to escape, bad unloosened their 
braces and then thrown them away. The 
polici took pos-ession of the trunks and 
ninny valuables that were left in snipe of 
the rooms undestroyed. The patients nearly 
all had considerable money with them, w hich 
was left in their haste to fly, Dm ing t lie fore- 
noon four or five bnoks were found by the 
officers. In some of the books wus aa much 
as SloO. All of these valuables were turned 
over to thooflicers of tho institution. The 
loss on the building and contents is estimat- 
ed at 833,000, with §25,000 insurauce. 
There were 31G inmates, all told, in the 
building, which was a labyrinthan affair, 
many ol the windows being grated so as lo 
prevent, the juvnn le ininutea from falling 
out. These gratings were responsible for 
the loss of mot e than one life.

THOSE BURNING SHIPS. 

Speculations as lo Their Jilenlity-Suppesrd to 
be Laden with Petroleum. 

London, Jan. 22.— It is generally ud- 
niittcd that there was no doubt that two 
steamship! sailing from America have re- 
cently been burned at sea und that it is 
probable that, in Loth cases, every soul on 
board of them lost their lives. Three incom- 
ing steamers have reported pasting burning 
steamers, and the opinion expressed is that 
they were American tank steamers convey- 
ing petroleum to Europe. But this fact is 
only well established in tho case of one of 
the burned strainers. There are fears that 
the second vessel may yet prove to be u> 
paesengar steamer. The last vessel, 
to report passing one of the 
binning ships is the Egyptian 
Monarch, Capt. Irwin, of the Wilson line, 
which reached Gruvesend to-day. Captain 
Irwin says that he left lS'ew York on Jan. 
5, und that at, 1 a ni. on Jan. 10, in lut. 4S 
north, long. 19 west, he sighted a vessel, 
apparently an American steamer, which 
was on fire und burning furiously, as though 
her cargo was petroleum. Her masts were 
burned out, nnd clitging to the gear be- 
neath her bowsprit were two men, appar- 
ently the lust survivors of tho crew. Capt. 
Irwin ordered one ot his bouts away, but t he- 
two men referred to dropped overboard and 
sank aoon after they were made out. In 
the hope that some of tho burned steamer's 
boats might be found in tho vi- 
cinity, Cuptain Irwin steamed around 
the derilect, during tho afternoon and 
night of January 10. Tho next morning- 
as there was a heavy sea and little or no- 
hope that open boats could have lived 
through tho niliht, the Egyptian Monarch 
was put on her coutse and Boon lift 
the hull smoking and flaring on the 
Western horizon. It is recalled in this 
connection that the British steamship 
Imperial Prince, which arrived at Portland 
yesterday, reported having passed a burn- 
ing steamship. Capt. Cox said he saw tho 
derelict in latitude 48 degrees north, and 
longitude IS degrees west. This was dur- 
ing the morning of January 10. It will 
thus be Been that l ho Egyptian 
Monarch nnd the Imperial Prince on 
January 10 sighted a burning vessel in 
exactly the same latitude nnd longitude. 
The ubovu reports establish, beyond doubt, 
that a steamer was burned during the 
night of January 15, and that she wus still 
afloat during part of the morning of Janu- 
ary 10, and that shu was destroyed by fire 
in latitude 43 degrees N., and longitude 
19 degrees W., or, say, about 100" miles 
southwest of Cape Clear, Botith of Ireland. 
The second vessel reported on fire was seen 
Januury 11. in latitude 43 degrees N., and 
longitude 42 degrees W. She was seen by 
the co in maniler of tho British steamship 
City of Dundee, und described as 
being a lirge steamer, and she had 
been abandoned. Tho City of Dun- 
dee's commander could not see uny b.nts 
though ho made search for them, and came 
to the conclusion that, as thero was a 
heavy sea on, all hands had perished or hud 
been picked up by it passing vessel. This 
burned vessel was seen seventy miles west 
of the Azore Islands and about 1,150 miles 
south-west of where the Egyptian .Monarch 
and Imperial Prince sighted a burning ship. 
Hence it is concluded that two steamships, 
both said to be American, have been burn- 
ed at sea, with the loss of all hands. En- 
quiries made in shipping circles, show that 
there are quite a number of petroleum 
laden vessels at sea bound from tho 
United States for Europe. This number 
includes the Bear Creek, which left 
Philadelphia for London, on January 0th, 
the tank fteunier Looniona, which sailed 
from New York for London on December 
IG h with a crew of 3S men, und the steam- 
ship Alleghany, which left New York on 
January 1st for Marseilles. Sho canied a 
crew of ;15 men. The tnnk steamship Will- 
komon, from New York Jan Oih, is also at 
sea with 34 men on board. Tho only oil 
vessels, American built, as described by the 
capt sin of the Egyptian Monarch likely to 
lie w here the oil ship was seen on fire, Janu- 
ary Kith, are the following: The No-weg- 
iun ship Anna Campoux. which sailed from 
New York December 12' b; the Norwegiun 
ship Reistah. which sailed from New York 
December 15th; the ship Union, which sailed 
from New York December 18th. Circum- 
stances point to her as the burning ship, al- 
though th-y are not conclusive. The Cer- 
man ship Maria Seidenberg sailed from Now 
York December 18th.

BIG HORN STALKING. 



The Mountain Sheep, tho Noblest of 
Game— Experiences of a Keen 
Hunter. 



A Disquisition on the Merits of Men 
and the Weapons They 
Carry. 



Of all the large game in British Columbia 
the Mountain Sheep (oi'M molilalia) is the 
noblest, the grandest, the stateliest. I 
would detract nothing from tho noble 
game qualities of the Moose, the Caribou, 
Deer anil Elk. Each has its peculiar points 
of excellence, which endear it to the heart 
of the sportsman. But the big born pos- 
sesses more than any of the others. Al- 
though lets in size, be makes up for it in 
sagacity, caution, wariness and swiftness, 
in which he is the peer of them all. He is 
always on the alert. His keen scent, his 
piercing eye, his acute sense of hearing 
combining to render him a vigilant sentinel 
of his own safety. His great sizo and 
powerful muscular construction give him 
utmost unbounded endurance. When alarmed 
ho will travel for miles at a hard gallop. 
He is a proud, fearless ranger, and when 
simply migrating from one range to an- 
other will travel for miles without lying 
down. Ho is a marvellous mountaineer, 
aud, considering his weight and massive 
head, often ascends to heights that eeem in- 
credible. 

Returning to the subject proper of my 
letter, 1 refer to a very exciting stalk in 
tho Bridge River Mountains. Leaving 
camp at daylight, which was not far from a 
fttmousi 6heep ground, and it being neur 
the love-making season, I felt certain to 
find a ram. 1 had just reached the ground 
where I hud so often met with victory, 
when, stopping to listen, which is tho custom 
of hunters, I was delighted to hear tliu 
rush of rocks, although unable to see them, 
I was soon rewarded by finding liugo ram 
tracks on the soft earth, but the author of 
them was not there. While pondering 
over them I was startled by a rattlo closo 
i»y; but a mist hanging over tho gruuuu 



prevented mo from seeing my quarry. I 
pushed across a deep gulch and gained a 
long ridge, and again saw his tiacks burn- 
ing fresh. Tho stato of things getting 
exciting, I thought it best to remain where 
I wus and wait icsults, lest he should scent 
mo and bo oil"; constqently a long chase 
would bo tho result. To hear him and not 
sco him was very trying. However, 
presently I heard a rustling in tho leaves; 
then all was still again, and peering 
cautiously through every opening in the 
thick network of twigs I was finally able to 
see a small patch of brownish hair, and the 
next instant a massive head appeared. So 
adjusting my rillo, I touched tho trigger, 
and heard a crash, and tho whole place 
seemed alive for a second or two, yet no- 
thing could bo seen. But the rati ling of 
rocks told me that a largo band was clear- 
ing out at a liap-huzird rate. 

They soon made the ridge, and there 1 saw 
as fine a sight as ever greeted the sports- 
man's eyo Not less than 18 rams stood to- 
gether, huddled in a bunch. 1 now started 
to see the result of my shot, which being al 
sn close a range I placer] no doubt as to the 
result. I was soon at the side of one ot the 
finest rams 1 ever shot, and as I stood 
over his prostrate form my soul was filled 
with reinorso and regret at having 
cniised the death of so noble an animal. I 
now took precautions to measure his bonis, 
which measured llij inches at the base and 
.'!; inches round the outside cone. I now 
returned in triumph to camp, the sun being 
high. I had lunch and then made prepara- 
tions for carrying in tho game, which I did 
ere the sun went down. Round the camp 
fire, the usual adventures of the day were 
told, but I headed the list on this occasion. 
Prom one subject we went to another, and a 
hot argument ensued as to the most useful 
and reliable weapon to use in the destruc- 
tion of game, and many old hunters were 
referred to. Forty-four calibre, n odel 1S7I!, 
appeared to be their favorite, and it was 
useless to argue against them. I am in- 
clined to support this view thus far : A 
small bore rifle in tho hand ot a man that 
can uso it and a practical hunter who 
knows every vital spot in an animal, there- 
fore knows what he is about ; but as for 
green horns, who, of late years, have mado 
their appearance on tho mainland, with 
high handles to their names and armed 
with double express rifles of the most elab- 
orate finish and tremendous cost.and enough 
lead and powder to sink any ordinary roam- 
ing animal that they might be so fortun- 
ate as to hit, oiler their experience in lire- 
arms and talk about tho bone-breaking ca- 
pacity of a small bore rifle, and treating the 
same as a mere toy ! Vet these drawing- 
room hunters have tho amazing amount of 
cheek to cill themselves good men, as, in 
one of our local papers, the writer says 
three good men returned empty-handed 
from good grounds, this year. 

I don't attempt to dispute these words at 
all in respect to the World's good men. They 
might bo angels in a London drawing-room, 
and we shall take them for such ; but a good 
man on the mountains means ijuito another 
thing. It causes the hunter great amuse- 
ment to see some hunters in their odd gar- 
ments charging over the country into tho 
mountains and out again, and making such 
excuses as suit their side of tho a Hair. The 
game in some parts are so plentiful, I can 
hardly see how it is possiblo that they man- 
age to return so light : yet when one hears 
the report from a gun, using 130 grs. pow- 
der, he might well know the cause of the 
empty hag that has been the fato of those 
three i/ood men. W. W. G.

Mr. Belyea Intimates His Decision, 
but Reserves the Amount of 
Penalty. 



Illl ('l)ll 



Thoro was a largo attendance at the 
Police Court, yesterday morning, when the 
Standard theatre case was called before 
Mr. Belyea, police magistrate. 

Mr. Eberts, who attended in place of his 
partner, Mr. Taylor, said that he was ready 
to argue the points of law with Mr. Mills, 
counsel for the defence, and accordingly 
the latter was called upon to make his legal 
statement of the case. 

Mr. Mills, in introducing his argument, 
said that ho first wished to stuto that, in 
his opinion, tho Mayor's receipt of money, 
paid over by Perry, protected his client, as 
long as no fraud was practised in obtaining 
it. This had been more or less a statutory 
fight vested in the Mayor to grant such 
temporary permits. He then proceeded to 
itate his points in tho following order : 

I take it first that tho validity of the 
temporary license held by Perry cannot bt 
questioned in this court. I a'so 
that a license, however irregularly 
where there is no fraud in obtaining it, it is 
a protection against penal consequences. In 
support of that contention I quote Region 
v. Marshall, I M. and N. '277, and Stevens 
and Emson on Exchequer Division. The 
license form which, on its face, purports 
to be duly issued, is prima faciat 
evidenco in favor of my client. 
Thero is no evidence before your 
Honor, to the effect that any spirited or 
malt liquors were sold by Perry to any par- 
ticular person, and, furthermore, the nature 
of the liquor sold bus not been proved. 

His Honor stid that he didn't think tho 
latter point woi thy of notice, and Mr. 
Mills subsequently withdrew it. Proceed- 
ing he said : 

According to tho Municipjlities Act, 
there must be some evidence to show that 
the persons forming the Licensing Court 
were qualified. My argument, in this par- 
ticular, is based on the fact that, in a 
Superior Court, all things are conceded as 
being done according to law, but that, in un 
inferior court, all standings have to be 
proved. Then, the license in question wus 
an old license, and, therefore, it wus not 
necessary to apply for a renewal of the 
same. My uiithori'y for I his statement cm 
be found in section 1S5 of the Municipali- 
ties Act. A third party cannot impeach 
the validity of a temporary permit, or the 
form of license held by P. rry. It is a ques- 
tion hetwem the corporation und Perry 
only. I draw my next rental k, which I do 
not wish j our Honor i o take us personal, from 
an express section in the Onturio Municipal- 
ities Act which distinctly says that a Police 
Magistrate, having sut upon a Li:ensing 
Bench, and having adjudicated upon a 
license held by any certain party, is dis- 
qualified from sitting in a subsequent case 
relating to the same matter when it appears 
in the police court, on the. ground of bias or 
suspicion of hi s 

Mr. Beheu: Then you would exclude a 
Polico Magistrate from sitting on any case 
in which he had previously eat in a Licens- 
ing Court ? 

Mr. Mills: Yes, your Honor. Proceeding 
to my next point, I would like to say that 
the evidence in I his case should bas e beeu 
exclusively confined to the sale of liquor on 
the loth of January. The so-called Licens- 
ing Board claim to have cancelled the license 
formerly held by Mrs. Hemans ; but the 
same license was at that time, by temporary 
permit, transferred to Perry. The record 
will show that Perry was not mentioned in 
that decision. Therefore he was not bound 
by thut decision, The power of the magis- 
trates to exercise summary jurisdiction in 
this matter, is ousted by a bona fide claim 
of right to sell under temperary permit, and 
if Perry did sill thereunder it, wus not in 
wilful contravention of any Act. Then 
again, I would like to point out that the 
evidence before the Licensing Court wus not 
taken on oath, uud that court gave no 
reusons for its action in cancelling the 
license. 

Mr. Belyea : I will take that last point 
down, Mr. M lis, if you wish it; but try 
answer to it is that the Act doesn't provide 
that evidence before a licensing court shall 
be taken on oath, and secondly, such a body 
has full powers to e.uieel a license without 
even hearing any evidence at all, or g'ving 
any reasons lor their action. A licensing 
bench is always given iull eliscretionary 
powers. 

Mr. Mills: Well, your honor may ho 
right. As-uiniiig tint, you are, according 
to the decision i f the lioai d, I he license held 
by Mrs. Hemans was in existence at the 
time of this d- cision, viz , on the 4th of 
January, otherwise, why ditl tho Board 
cancel the license on thai day ? The deci- 
sion wus datetl and drawn up on January 4tli. 

Mr. Eberts then made hU r- p'y, which he 
said he would make as brief us possible, 
resting more on iho evidence given thun 
anything else. He went on : 

There were t wo important questions in 
connection with llm niut'er, that are really 
the sum and substance of ihe wholo cuse 
They are these, 1st, whether Peny hud 
any license at i ll; and 2nd, whether the 
same Perry was acting in a bona fide man 
ner in the transaction of Ids business. Mrs, 
Hemans had obtain* d a license for the 
Standard Then' re saloon some years ago, 
nnde; the old Municipalities Act, und she 
had lately had her 'itle to that licenso vir- 
tually cancelled on the first day of ihe sit- 
ting of the Licensing C urt. Peny's situ- 
ation is this, us I limit rstund it. He should 
have gm e to the liceii-ing bench with an 
application for a new licen e altogether, 
the old one having been cancelled. He 
could not. get a temporary permit for some 
thing whit h « us at that lime not in exis- 
tence. Ho shou d have coinplh d with all 
the requiren t iiim of the law, have got peti- 
tions signed, ami every necessary ilein 
ready; in f.tct, he slmu'd have come before 
the Court for u Ihent-o in a regular und 
legal manner. 8" f„r as Puny is con- 
cerned he sttnils, to-day, utter'y 
without any license at all. The lie n-ing 
bench hus a pei ft or right to ixircise discre- 
tionary poweis, and in this ease it thought 
fit to t xeicisu it< tlisc o'i m by cancelling 
that license. Theie is nothing in the 
statute ihat says that the Licensing B'Utd 
shall take evid mce under oith. Your 
Honor has to bail; at one important point in 
this case. Is P. ny a man who bus obtained 
a license in u legal, bono utile way, or did 
ho get it in a manner uaoily out of acennl 
with the law?

coivo moneys of the corporation. Tho Col- 
lector was the only person authorized to ro- 
coivo Mr. Perry's money. Tho assignee 
(Perry) cannot stand in a bettor position 
than tho assignor (Mrs. Hemans). When a 
license is cancelled, there can be no license. 
Thero cannot bo a renewal of something 
that doesn't exist. Therefore, when Perry 
wished to go on selling liquor at the Stand- 
ard theatre, he should have complied with 
the formalities of the Act. 

His Honor, in giving his decision, r[notc(l 
section 100, sub section 1, of tho Municipal 
Act, which provides that in municipal- 
ities tiny person vending spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors shall pay a licenso of not 
less than §100 and not more than $200 for 
every six months; and section 170 of tho 
same act provides that no person shall sell 
liijuors without having had granted to him 
a license in that behalf, under a penalty of 
§2."i0, together with tha amount ho should 
have puid for such license, both amounts to 
make one psnalty. So that no person can 
sell intoxicating liquors without taking out 
tho licenso required every six months. 
There is no pri of that such wus done in 
this cuse, and it strkes mo very for- 
cibly that the license issued by the 
board of licensing commissioners and 
the license mentioned in section !(1G are 
two separate und distinct licenses. One is 
a license from the licensing board to soil 
liquors; the other is a licnse from the city, 
giving pel mission to carry on that trade or 
Business. In this case no trade license has 
been produced, that shown is merely a re- 
ceipt for the money- The old License Act 
(chapter 7.'1), says distinctly that if a license 
leo is not paid by the 30th of June or tho 
Hist of Duormbar in each year, the license 
lapses. Under the distinct, terms of the 
Act, it undoubtedly expires. The facts in 
this case are very simple. Under the old 
license law, liquor had been told at the 
Standard theatre. The license was held by 
Mrs. Roller. She transferred this license 
to Mr. Perry on the Dili of December lust. 
This subjected IVrry not only to all the 
rights and privileges of that license, but to 
all its penalties as well. At the 
time that Perry took tho li- 
cense over, proceedings were pending 
against its validity in the Licensing Court. 
On the snine day, as this mutter cume up, a 
temporary peimit for the Standard Theatre, 
granted to Close & Johnson the day before, 
wus refused, and on the same day, ut a later 
hour, Perry obtained his transfer. On the 
4th of January, tho license of Mrs. Heman3 
(Holler) was cancelled. In the meantime, 
Perry hud not tendered or paid his license 
fee. He did not renew the license, neither 
did ho take out a trade license. Whether 
the teceipt of the Mayor is presumed to be 
a trude license or a renewal of the license, I 
don't know. The Act, strange to say, 
while giving the Board of Licensing Commis- 
si ners powi-r to grant a license, docs not en- 
able them to have any jurisdiction over fees. 
Two questions arise in the present ease. 
One is, was there any licence in force on the 
9th of January in favor of Mrs. Hemans, 
and, secondly, was Perry in u position to 
avail himself of ihe permit, lain of the 
opinion that no licenso was in force either 
on the 4th of January (hy reason of the 
action of tho Licensing Hoard) or on the 
3tBt of December (by reason of Perry's non- 
payment). Then there arises tho question 
— the license having expired, how fur is 
Perry protected from the penal conse- 
quences? The first view 1 take is that, on 
the Oth December, Perry becune possessed, 
for tho time being, of a license, which 
placed him exactly in the position of Mrs. 
Hemans. Enjoying all the privileges and 
rights of that license, he was clearly sub- 
ject to all its liahilities. One of these lia- 
bilities was that the money payment for the 
license hud to bo made by tho 81st of 
December. True, that Perry on that day 
tendered SI00 to the Mayor, but was tho 
Mayor the proper officer to receive it ? 
I think not. Tho proper officer was either 
the city treasurer or the collector of taxes. 
Now, we come to the next question, whe- 
ther, when the license bad expired, the 
temporary permission for transfer did not 
expire also. How, when a license ha9 ex- 
pired, can any incident of that license con- 
tinue? Mr. Perry tendered money to the 
Mayor for a temporary permit. If ho 
thought that ho was tendeiing it to tho 
proper officer, it was a mistake of law and 
fact. But, in any case, he cannot put that 
in as n plea of extenuation. I don't think 
that the Mayor should have put Perry in 
such a position as to let him imagine he was 
doing right, and I don't believe for 
a moment that the Mayor did. I think 
it was a misconception nil round. All the 
other points raised by Mr. Mills ore de- 
pendant, on matters of evidence. How far 
has the chairman of the Licensing Board tho 
power to grant temporary permits? I don't 
presume that my decision will be satisfac- 
tory in any case. This is really a very in- 
trioite mutter. I think it will show that 
these Licensing Acts need a grout doil of 
remodelling. No doubt, this case will go 
before other judg. s, who will bo more com- 
petent to decide than I am. On one point 
1 have not yet made up my mind, and that 
is on the amount, of ponal'y I shall impose- 
To-nionow, I will give judgment against 
the defendant, and state tho amount of 
penalty.

LA GRIPPE. 

No corner of the world seems to be freo 
from the ravages of la grippe. It is as de- 
otructive in the country as it is in tho city. 
Sanitary precautions do not keep it away. 
It has no respect for rank or race. It at- 
tacks both tho prince and the peasant, and 
the civilized European is as liable to bo its 
victim as the untutored savage. Wo learn 
from the daily telegrams that both the citi- 
zens of Paris and the Indians of Oklahoma 
lire suffering from it, and that both are com- 
pelled to allow it to take its course. 

We find that people are beginning to call 
this disease by its old name, "influenza." 
It seems to he not so much a disease as an 
aggravation of ailments already existing. 
It finds out the weak spots in tho constitu- 
tion, and aives rise to complications which 
.puzzle the most skilful physicians. Children, 
it is said, Bupport tho malady better then 
adults, and it is extremely hard on tho old 
and feeble. 

It does not appear that any cure has bcrn 
found for it. It is declared to be unwise 
for the person whom it attacks to 
■attempt to fight it out. His beat 
plan is to go to bed, get medical advice, 
and take care of himself. The favorite 
remedies of ladies, old and young, for a bad 
cold are recommended. Warm aromatic 
drinks.and warmth generally, are prescribed. 
Much stress Beems* to bo laid on good nurs- 
ing. By good nursing we do not mean try- 
ing this remedy and that, and swallowing 
drugs and patent medicines on speculation, 
aa it were. These frequently do a great 
deal more harm than good, unless pre- 
scribed by a Bkilful physician. But the 
patient suffering from la grippe appreciates 
the constant and cheerful attendance of a 
good nurso who does not take upon herself 
to doctor or drug him, but to keep him com- 
fortable and if possible in a good humor. 

It is somewhat difficult to say when a 
person has hi grippe. The symptoms vary 
u good deal, and no doubt many who are 
only slightly indisposed imagine that la 
grippe has got hold of them. This is 
always tho case when there is an epidemic. 
People get nervous and think they have it, 
when thero is really nothing serious the 
matter with them. Although tho disease 
has spread over a greater area, those who ai e 
in a position to form an opinion, say that it 
is not so dangerous us it was two years u^o. 



RICHMOND LOYAL. 

Tho return of Mr. Gillies, tho Conserva- 
tive candidate for Richmond, Nova Scotia, 
is another indication that the peoplo of tho 
Dominion havo faith in tho present govern- 
ment and are disposed to givo it a fair trial.

To he able to trade 
freely with their big neighbor would be very 
pleasant indeed for ti e people of Nova 
Scotia, but this Richmond election shows 
that Maritime Province men, no more thou 
those of Ontario, are disposed to support 
unrestricted reciprocity when tho pri 
asked for it is their self-respect and theit 
allegiance lo Great Britain. It must not 
he forgotten that Richmond is very far froi 
being an old conservative constituency. It, 
was represented in the hist Parliament hj 
Mr. Flynn, a Liberal, und if the electors be 
Moved .Mr. Laurier's policy they would huvt 
elected him again on Thursday last. But 
they, no doubt, saw that too high a price cat 
be asked for even such a good thing as frci 
trade with the United States. Every elee 
tion, so fur, except that of Richelieu, in tin 
province of Quebec, shows that tho people 
of Canada aro not disposed to go on their 
knees to beg trade favors from the Atneri 
cans.

A INEXPIABLE OFFENCE. 

Tho Toronto Globe, not very graciously, 
and no doubt, most reluctantly, makes an 
apology for having mentioned Lady Mac- 
donald'a name in connection with the 
Rcgiua Leader's alleged revelations. It is 
a deep reproach to Canadian Liberalism 
that ita chief organ should havo placed 
itself in a position to make such an apology. 
Tho offence ia indeed not one for which an 
apology, no matter how humble, can bo con- 
sidered a reparation. An apology may be 
sufficient to atone for lusty expressions 
made with respect to a man who ia doing 
battle for his party in the political arena, 
'but deliberately, and on insufficient grounds, 
to prefer an accusation against a lady who 
is not, and cannot bo, engaged in politics, is 
an, inexpiable offence. This ia the Globe's

An article in the January number of the 
Forum, by Judge Lambert Tree, late Unitei 
States Minister t« Belgium, shows that not 
withstanding all that has been said and 
done by the humane men of many nations 
the horrors of tho African slave trade can 
hardly be said to be mitigated. According to 
tho testimony given before the Brussels Con 
fcrence by travelers, missionaries, naval of- 
ticcrs and diplomatic and consular agents, 
the slave trade on the continent of Africa 
is still actively carried on at the sacrifice ol 
hundreds of thousands of lives every year, 
and nn amount of suffering that is really 
unimaginable. According to Judge Tree, 
80,000 slaves aro annually transported by 
land and sea to the various slavo markets. 
When this is said the least part of the 
dreadful story is told. In order that this 
number of slaves may reach the market, it 
is estimated that some 100,000 lives urc 
sacrificed. To kidnap the slaves, wars be- 
tween the native tribes, are fomented, and 
in these wara dreadful cruelties aro prac- 
ticed, and men, women and children mas- 
sacred. Then the captured slaves uro com- 
pelled to make long journeys to tho coun- 
tries where they are to be sold. On theBe 
journeys they are insufficiently fed, and 
barbarously treated. Tens of thousands 
die from cruel treatment, starvation and 
over-exertion on their way to market. 
Oniy u remnant of tho30 taken survivo to 
be sold into slavery. 

The slavo markets of tho world aro Cen- 
tral Africa, Morocco, Algiers, Tunis, Tripoli, 
Egypt, Arabia, Turkey, Persia and Zanzi- 
bar. Tho long land journeys which tho 
slaves must make to reach these countries 
are even more horrible than the dreadful 
"middle passage" of the slave trade of the 
beginning of tho century. 

How to abolish this fiendish traffic ia a 
problem which has occupied the attention 
of humane men for many generations'. 
Great Britian has done much to effect iis 
suppression, but tho measures which she 
his taken to prevent si ive transport by sea 
h is aggravated the horrors of that greater 
p irt of the trade overland which has sur- 
vived. 

The area which is the hunting ground of 
the slave trader, ia very great and, in spite 
of the ravages of tho iniquitous traffic, 
populous, It ia also rich in natural re- 
sources, and could bo mode the home of 
happy and prosperous nations. The slave 
trade, as can bo easily understood, ia an 
almost insurmountable obstacle to improve- 
ment of any kind. How to ub dish it win 
the oaject of tho Congress hold in Brussels 
in 1S3!). There were at that conference the 
representatives of Great Uritaiu, the United 
Stales, Franco, Germany, Russia, Austria, 
Hungary, Belgium, Italy, Spain, Denmark, 
Holland, Portugal, Sweden and Norway, 
Turkey, tho Independent State of Congo, 
Persia and Zanzibar. After a session of 
eight months n treaty of one hundred 
articles for tho suppression of the slave 
trade was agreed to. This treaty is, of 
course, subject to the sanction of tho dif- 
ferent governments represented at the Con- 
ference. It is pioposed to attack the slave 
trade at its source. Stations are to bo 
established in Central Africa, from which 
war ia to be made on tho ecourgo whenever 
it appears, whether at the places of the 
capture of tho negro or while moving along 
thu caravan routes, or in course of trans- 
portation upon tho sea. Provision is made 
for the punishment of traders and tho 
liberation of their victims. Offences against 
native Africans aro made crimes, and are to 
bo punished as in civilized countries. The 
treaty restricts tho sale of fire-arms and 
ammunition, and regulates tho trudo in in- 
toxicating drink. Tho system of suppres- 
sion devised by this treaty is elaborate, 
and if it can bo carried into effect, will, in 
time, stamp out tho diabolical traffic in 
slaves. Tho population of tho country 
which is to bo tho field of this treaty's

Naval Movements. 

H. M. S. Satellite is being refitted at 
Sheerness for service on the Pacific station, 
and is about to leave for her destination.

The crows of 
tho Pheasant and Champion, who left their 
ships a short time ago for Fngland, have 
arrived in safety, after a pleasant passage 
-pf twenty days. 

Tarry vs. Pine. 

Tho hearing of this case wa3 continued, 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice Crease. The 
Rev. Mr. Collison was the first witness 
examined, and gave evidence as to the 
nature of tho farm, which he had known for 
a considerable time.

Tl.'e following is tho decision of tho court 
composed of Captain's Lewis and Gnudin 
and Mr. Robt. Ward, sitting to enquire into 
the San Pedro disaster: 

Wo have tho honor to submit for the in- 
formation of tho Hor. tho Minister of 
Marine the following report on the evidence 
given b. foro the commission of enqui.y en- 
trusted to us to investigate into the cuuso 
of the stranding of the steamer San Pedro, 
of San Francisco, U. S. A., on Brotchie 
ledge, off Victoria harbor, Vancouver island, 
B G , on the 22d November, 1891. 

After carefully considering the evidence 
of the captain, mate and pilot of the Vessel, 
we attribute tho loss of the steamer San 
Pedro to the gross neglect of the pilot in not 
taking proper bearings by Fisguard is'and 
light and keeping tho ship on that course, 
Fisguard light being distinctly seen at the 
time; and in not verifying his position by 
taking bearings of the same, after going 
dead slow off Clover Point, by which he 
could easily have observed whether the tide 
was taking line to the northward ot the 
coin se or not; also in neglecting to take the 
bearincs of the ISeren's island light. 

The pilot's license having already been 
dealt with, and the pilot b.-ing suspended 
for three months by the Nanaimo pilotage 
authorities, we do not think it is within 
the province of this court to over-ride the 
do iston of the pilot commissioners. 

We also consider that the loss of tho 
vessel is due to the want of promptitude 
on the part of I he pilot and tho master, 
who wen- both on the bridge at tho lime, 
in not stopping and reversing the engines 
when the lookout reported seeing moiiio- 
thing ahead by striking three bails, when 
tho casualty might jn-ubahly havo been 
avoided or lessened. 

The master, sailing under the dig of the 
United Stales of America, this court baa no 
power to ileal with his certificate. 

Wo consider that the steamer San Pedro 
was stranded during a deviation of her voy- 
age from Baynes Sound to Sati Francis -o in 
coming to Victoria to land her pilot, al- 
though with proper care by tho person in 
charge, and existing aids to navigation, we 
do not consider the entrance to Victoria 
harbor ; dangeroiu. Wo cannot hut depre- 
cate a system of pilotage that compels ves- 
sels to deviate from their course to take up 
or to land a pilot, and for the 
benefit of commerce, if the local au- 
thorities cannot agree upon the adop- 
tion of Borne system better suited to the 
mercantile wants of the Province, wo 
would most respectfully suggest to the 
Hon. the Minister of Marino to in- 
augurate a scheme or system of pilot- 
age whereby a pilot boat suitable to 
live in tiny weather he constantly kept on 
her station in Fuet. Straits, and have a sta- 
tion established, where vessels could take 
up and discharge a pilot, and sail or steam 
to their destination in any part of the 
province, without having to anchor in 
Royal Roads for a pilot or tug, and thereby 
avoiding loss of time or the incurring of auy 
unnecessary expense. 

After the decision had been read, Capt. 
Hewitt said he had lived in the hopo that 
the court would have exonerated him from 
all blame in tho matter; he was not in 
charge of the ship when she struck, and had 
placed the greatest confidence in the pilot, 
not thinking it right to interfere with that 
officer. Had he (Capt. Hewitt) been in 
sole charge, ho would have acted differ- 
ently. 

Capt. Gnudin said that, with the evi- 
dence before the court, no other decision 
than tho ono given could have been ar- 
rived at. 

Capt. Hewitt stated, that as Pilot Chris- 
tensen had mado an affidavit exonerating 
him from all blame, ho thought that he 
should have received tho same assurance 
from the court. 

Capt. Gaudin said the document in ques- 
tion had never appeared before the court. 
It was very unfortunate it had not, but the 
court could only proceed upon tho evidence 
before it. 

Mr. Ward thought that Capt. Hewitt 
had been as favorably treated as the evi- 
dence would allow. Tho court must decide 
by the evidence given. 

Capt. Hewitt pointed out that several 
discrepancies existed in the e\idence given 
by Pilot Christensen, and there was no 
doubt the latter had in his excitement for- 
gotten many important things. 

This opinion was coincided in by the 
court, but the fact of the evidence as given 
was again mentioned. 

Capt. Hewitt stated that ho had done his 
best to extricate his vessel from her position 
when she struck, and was sure that every- 
thing possible had been done to save her. It 
was not a minute after tho lookout re- 
ported something ahead beforo she struck. 

The following is the declaration of Pilot 
Christensen re/erred to above. 

To all whom these presents shall come, 
be it known and made .manifest unto all 
people: That on this 30th day of Novem- 
ber, in the year of our Lord, 1801, at about 
4 p. m., personally camo and appeared at 
the olliio of Edgar Crow Baker, (54 Govern- 
mi nt street), a Notary Public in and lor the 
Province of British Columbia in the Do- 
minion of Canada, duly authorized, com- 
missioned and sworn, and practising as such 
in the City of Victoria, Province aforesaid, 
and also a Justice of the Peaco therein, and 
therefor, James Christensen, a duly licensed 
Pilot for the Pilotage District of nanaimo, 
H. C , who stated and declared for truth as 
follows: —Left the Union Coal wharf, in 
Kaynos Sound, at about 0:!!0 a. m., on Sun- 
day 22nd November, inst,, in pilotage 
charge of tho American steamer " S ui 
Pedro," 2,11.'! tons register, or there abouts, 
belonging to tho port, of San Frolieiseo, 
California, Capt. Hewitt being the master 
and commander of said vessel, 
draught of water 25 feet aft, and the 
weather being lino and favorable. That the 
voyage was prosecuted with all ordinary 
skill and diligence, that nil went well, 
rounding Trial Island about 8 p.m. on said 
22nd Nov., a distance of three-quarters of a 
mile, and stood in towards Albert Head, 
steering about W. JS. magnetic, or W.S. W. 
by the vessel's fatandaid compass. Pro- 
ceeded on said course for a distance of two 
miles, or, may be, two and a quarter miles. 
Slowed engines to hall speed and took a 
bearing of Fiseiiard light, W. h by standard 
compass, or W. by N. J N. magnetic. 
Slowed tho engines to dead slow, aud hauled 
in towards tho light (Fisguard), keeping it 
about .V of a point on tho starboard bow — 
calculated on its being slack high wutcr, or, 
possibly, a slight ebb — both captain and 
myself being on tho bridge with ourglassos, 
looking out for Brotchio ledgo buoy, and 
my small pilot boat, in it3 vicinity, to take 
mo off the ship, the glaro of tho electric

clearly. That tho look out on the fore- 
castle" head struck threo bells, indicating 
somethine reported ahead: gavo the ord.r 
at once, "hard a stiirboard (thinking it to 
ha my hoat under the bow), and ran to tho 
engine-room telegraph to stop and reverse 
engines, but ere I reached tho handles of 
the said telegraph (i.e. about 8 :.'!() p.m.), the 
vessel struck the bottom, but carried her 
away, and moved some distance before she 
was brought up hard and fast on lirotchy 
ledge. Thinking she would work clear of 
the ledge, went full speed ahead, with helm 
hard a starboard, but found that she still 
remained immovable; reversed engines, and 
went full speed astern, but without success. 
Captain then took charge, lowered a boat, 
anil sent me away to get assistance as 
quickly as possible; found, on getting into 
tho boat, that tho tido was still 
running flood. The captain wus on the 
bridge from tho time of rounding 
Trial Island to the time the vessel struck; 
He never interfered with me in any way 
as far a.i the pilotage of the ship was 
concerned ; and in justice, to him I must take 
this opportunity of exonerating him of and 
from a'l Maine in the matter of stranding 
anil wrecking of t>aid resxel as far as J am 
able to to do in my humble capacity, and re- 
lease him from all blame and negligence, con- 
tributory or otherwise, for the accident that 
has befallen tin vessel under his command; 
in fact, release him of all responsibility in the 
matter (as far as 1 am able), and take the 
blame on my own shoulder* for the unfor- 
tunate wrecking of his vessel .

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LILLOOET'S PROGRESS. 



Tho Miniuir Prospects Jniprovingr- 
Indiaus aud Minerals-Defective 
Postal Facilities. 



"Wild Horses a Source of Trouble 
aud Loss to the 
Settlers. 



Mr. A. W. Smith, M.P.P., Lillooet, is in 
town — ono of tho iirst of tho Mainland 
members to put in an appearance for tho 
approaching session. Mr. Smith looks well 
and says that appearance's are not deceptive 
in his case, lie left Lillooet on the 17th 
inst., and up to that date tho senton had 
been exceptionally mild, and the people 
were joyous over the bright prospects of 
things generally. 

Asked as to the mineral development of 
tho country, Mr. Smith said that groat 
progress was being made. The Vancouver 
Enterprise, on Cayuse Creek, hoped to 
have the tunnel cu which they have been 
working for the past oonpta of years, com- 
jilcted by April, when it is expected that 
the anticipations of those in the enterprise 
will bo more than realized. Already the 
Company have spent about §1;">,()UU in 
tunneling, so as to get to bed rock. The 
tunneling was a difficult job, tho rock 
having to be blasted in several places; 
but no>v a streak of gravel had 
been ^struck, which makes the work 
easier. 1 " A great deal of gold has been taken 
out of the claim, but, witli present improve- 
ments, the output is expected to be very 
handsome. These grounds, which are lib iut 
three miles from Lillooet, were discovered 
by a Chinese gang some years ago, and ever 
since tins Mongolians have hovel ed around, 
and making pay. They did not, however, 
go into the work scientifically, as the Van- 
couver Enterprise Co. are doing. 

On the Upper Bridge river, at South 
Forks, a new mining company has been 
started with a big showing of Victoria 
capital. Good machinery » to bo intro- 
duced, and, with tho opening of the season, 
operations on an extenbive tcule will com- 
mence. Just below this claim the Seumcum 
Placer Mining Co. are at work preparing 
for the opening of the season. Ti ey are 
putting in a dam to divert the stream for 
their benefit, and are very hopeful of a rich 
harvest of tho precic us metal. Nearer the 
mouth of the river the Miner Placer Min- 
ing Co. are at work, and have tho machin- 
ery on hand to commence active operations. 
Tho great difficulty to he contended with is 
that if access to most of these mines ; but 
the Government will be asked to aid in im- 
proving the trails. 

The Lillooet Hydraulic Company are 
actively preparing for work, and expect a 
t;reat seatou. The Northwestern (Ward & 
Peters, broprietor.-) have ubout 100 acres in 
their lease, but the shortage of water re- 
tards tho due development of the property. 
It is proposed, however, to try and get a 
supply from the Cayuse creek. A company 
has been started for the purpose of pro- 
viding the necessary funds, aud, should it 
develop into anything, the work will at 
once be undertaken. The representatives 
of un English company have been in the 
dis' rict of late. They improviseel a crusher 
— horse-power — and manuged to lest some 
twenty samples of tho ore. They tried 
samples from various claims, and all turned 
out well. Tbw company, it is said, have an 
option on the Bonanza for S50,0t>0, Chis- 
holm & Macdnnald's claim, §20,000, and 
Marshall & Williams' claim, §20,000. 

The output of the mines for the past year 
has not been up to the average, and this 
Mr. Smith at'nbutes to the fact that a great 
many of the Chinese miners have goue t i 
work at the Quesnelle Forks canal. There 
ia also another and a more important reason 
./or the falling off, The Indian Commis- 
sioner very itvlKcrectly, Mr. Smith thinks, 
reserved for the I .dians a half or quarter of 
a mile for thirteen miles along the Bridge 
river, comin ncing near tho mouth of it — 
a section of country which has been mined 
successfully since 185$. The miners at work 
on these r< served lands were ordered to 
quit, and 7S in number were reluctantly 
obliged to respond to tho order. The miner- 
als of tho section are not worked by the 
Indians, nor will they be, and the miners 
are, in consequence, very indignant. An 
effort will he made to have this mistake rec- 
tified. 

The postal arrangements, Mr. Smith com- 
plains of. They are not at all what might 
be expect) d, and what the requirements of 
the district demand. The mails are carried 
by the B. C. Express Co. He did not find 
fault with the company for trying to muke 
the most of their contract, but be blamed 
the Government for allowing them to- alter 
the terms of their contract. Since June 
1st, last, tho Company havo altered their 
arrangements with the result that the Lil- 
looet mails are delayed two and a half days 
longer. They used lo get their Victoria 
mail in ten dnys— now it takes twelve and 
a half before it is delivered. A petition 
will be presented to the Local House, at its 
opening, to have this mutter rectified, as a 
former petition on the same subject has, 
apparently, been mislaid or ignored. 

Mr. Smith st.itei that the rapidly in- 
creasing number of wild horses in the dis- 
trict is every day becoming a gi eater source 
of trouble and annoyance. The animals 
are wilder thun deer, and more fleet-footed 
Several attempts have beon made to corral 
them ro'capluro tho best looking of the 
bands, but experience has proved that to 
accomplish this object is often at the ex 
ponse of losing well-trained animals, The 
wild beasts are very destructive to animals 
pasturing, and are getting so numerous as 
to be a source of serious danger. 



B- C. HALIBUT. 

Splendid Success of tho Eliza Edwards— The 
Winter Haunts nf Hie FIbu Definitely 
Deteimtntd. 

The Eliza Edwards left Vancouver on 
January 8ih, on her second voyage to the 
halibut grounds. She was three days going 
up, and, after spending about, a day ({titling 
ready, began fishing on the fifth with good 
suoces'. The vessel had enly eight men 
aboard and two small boats, but fish weie 
c iught from the moment ' the lino was | u'. 
out. In four hours of each d.iy us many 
halibut were caught us the men could put 
BWliy for the rest of the time. In fact one 
(lay they caught so many that it took all 
the next to take cure of them. In all, the 
vessel was seven days at the fishing grounds, 
and in that time cmght all the supply of 
ico they to d; with l hem would cure— fully 
30,000 Iba in all. Some of tho li-li were 
very fine specimens, one of them m usuring 
feet 4 inch* 8 in length and weighing about 
200 11)3. This is by all means the lurge-t 
and finest c.rgo of Halibut ever brought 
into Vancouver. 

When about 100 miles on this side of 
where tho halibut were caught, the Ed- 
wards culled at a mission station and trad- 
ing post and there received from a trader 
about 100 pounds of a variety of fish which, 
for want of o better name, he called black 
cod, but they aro much better in color and 
flavor than what is commonly known by

On the 
way down she pieki d up three men from the 
north end of Texuda Island, where they had 
been unable to hail any other pissing 
steamer, and were suffering from want of 
food. 

Capt. McKenzie deserves every credit for 
having located the winter li units of the hal- 
ibut, a thing which has not, heretofore been 
done by any Canadian fishermen. At this 
season of the year a ready market always 
offers, and this will prove the beginning of 
an industry which is bound to grow. He 
made the voyjge in the face of many obsta- 
cles, and the success he has attained is 
worthy of commendation. He says that the 
sea for miles ia full of these tisli and wher- 
ever he pnt-down a line he was Bit eessful in 
catching them. All that remains is for the 
Western fi-li to become established in the 
Eastern market and the ultimate success of 
the industry is assured. — News-Advertiser. 



CAKDINAIj MANNING. 

The Body Interred at Kensall Orren— An Era 
in the History of Catholicism Closed. 

Lo.ndo.v, Jan. 22 — Funeral services over 
the remain ? of Cardinal Manning were held 
in Brompton oratory yes tot day. Admission 
to the oratory was by ticket only, for it 
would have been impossible for the struc- 
ture to contain the hundredth part of the 
vast crowd desirous of attending. Notwith- 
standing the miserable weather the crowd 
began to gather at an early hour. It was 
composed la- gely of workingnieu and their 
families, and on every Bide were heard ex- 
presi-io s of love for i he dead prelate. So 
dense was the crowd uud so thick the fog 
that traffic was brought to a standstill. 
When the solemn requiem mass commenced 
the oratory was tilled with notables repre- 
senting church, state find nil politic. 1 par- 
ties. The queen and prince ami princess of 
Wales « ere represented. All the ambassa- 
dors of foreign powers wore present, and 
among others were the Duke of Norfolk, 
Maiqu s Ripon, Marquis Bute, Lord How- 
mil, Burib-tt Cuutt-s Justin McCarthy, 
William O'Brien, John Dillon and Thomas 
Sexton. 

Bishop Ileadley, of Newport and Menevia, 
preached the funeral sermon, premising 
with a touching tribute to the late Duke of 
Clarence and Avondalo He s.iiil an era 
e osi d in the history of Catholicism in Kng- 
laild with the death of Cardinal Manning, 
and a new one hud npemd. Ho made 
Kpecial reference to the Cardinal's efforts to 
secure Catholic educ it ion to children and 
declared the stiuggle not yet over. He 
lidded that, perhaps, the hottest and dead- 
liest, hour in the i due ition battle which is 
raging throughout the world will soon be 
fought. At the conclusion of tho service 
the body was taken to Kinsnll Green ci me- 
ter)', « hero it was interred, and was fol- 
lowed by over 300 carriages containing 
many notable people, after which marched 
a Urge number of workingn en. 

— The English ecclesiastics 
in this city favor Bishop William Vauehan 
nf Plymouth, as the sucoes"or of Cudinal 
Manning in the archbishopric of Westmin- 
ster. The Irish and American ecclesiastics 
speak in behalf of Bishop John C. Headley, 
of Newport.

Emperor of Russia will Have 110 
Nonsense from the Wheat 
Speculators. 



Reported Immorality by Shaker Lead- 
ers—The Graves Murder Case- 
He Would not I'ight. 



Minister ConMum Koliisrs to Fight Lnur. 

PARIS, Jan. 22.— M. Liur, Boulaugist 
Member of tho Chamber of Deputies, who 
was struck hy Constans, Minister of tho 
Intorior, at Uio timo of iho stormy soeno in 
the Chamber on Tuesday, has- sen t a chal- 
lenge to the Minister u> li^ht with pistols. 
Constans answered that ho would not fight. 
When Laur received this answer bo sent a 
letter to Constana repeating thu insulting 
language be used, which led to tho attack 
upon him by tho Minster. Tho public 
prosecutor has refined Laur's demand to 
prosecute Coustnns, on the ground that ho 
can only lie empowered to do so by the 
President of the Chamber of Deputies. 

Ilussliiit Wiieut Speculator* Thwarted. 

St. Petersuuro, Jjii. 22.— Oiviug to 
wheat speculators massing wheat in the 
Eastern provinces to the detriment of thous- 
ands of famishtd people in the empire, the 
Czar has instructed the Mayor of Moscow 
to purchase 15,000.000 roubles' worth of 
wheat for distribution among the starving. 
Tho Czar is determined to have no nonsense 
about it, and has empowered tlie Muyor to 
-od'er a fair price, and if that is refused to 
confiscate tho wheat required. 

Only a Itlittik Cartridge. 

Tacoma, Jan. 22. — A cartridge, pro- 
nounced by a chemist to contain dynamite, 

■ or to 1)0 a nitm-glycerine bomb, was found 
yesterday afternoon, in tlie hallway of 
French's drug store. It was carefully car- 
ried to police headquarters, where the olli- 

■ cors handled it with extreme caution, fear- 
ing a terrific explosion should there be the 
least jar. After four hours, it was tenderly 
rborno to a dealer in cartridges, who said it 
was nothing mote than a. blank -14-ritle cart- 
ridge, tilled with mud. 

Fled to llrnzll Hlth $100,000. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 22.— Thomas N. and 
Frank H. Allison, missing conveyancers, 
who disappeared from Manayunk a short 
timo ago, are said to have gone to Brazil. 
Several questionable transactions have come 
to light, and the l abilities of the firm are 
now estimated at $101), 000. 

Fnlitc Report of ISInlne'H Kcnlli. 

Dks MOINES, la., Jan. 22. — The report 
that James G. Blaine was dead, circulated 
in this city yesterday, caused intense excite- 
ment. It was announced hy one of the 
clerks of the House of Representatives, and 
stopped legislation. The lla^s on the state 
house were lowered to half-mast until it was 
learned that the report originated in a 
bucket shop here that was probably worked 
by unscrupulous speculators. 

Immorality In a Shaker Community. 

Boston, Jan. 22.— Tho Herald prints a 
four-column urliole charging immoralities 
and abuse against the elders at tlie Alfred, 
Me., Shaker settlement. The principal 
informant appears to be Either Brown, of 
Brighton, Mass., who recently escaped from 
the settlement after a five weeks' stay. 
Feur other girls escaped recently and report 
improper proposals, and for attempting to 
•escape and other offenses they were sub- 
jected to brutal whipping and solitary con- 
finement for two weeks, with bread and 
water. The Herald says: "Many Alfied 
men and women admit the truth of what 
the girls have said; doctors have remarked 
on illegal operations; boys have spoken of 
wrong practices; girls have told of irdigni- 
ties, and illegitimate children now live not 
ten miles from the settlement." 

Australian Bootllers Afloat. 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.— Advices from 
the South Sea Islands state that Davis and 
Bell, alios Bloom and Douglass, have left 
their yacht Beagle at Tahiti and started for 
Portland, Or., whence they will proceed to 
Central America. They are supposed to 
have stolen $150,000 from tho branch of the 
London and Westminster Bank at Sydney. 

Arizona <;irl Maltreated. 

Phoenix, Ariz., Jan. 22. — Maggie Dean, 
a 14-year-old girl reported as having been 
seduced, returned home at one o'clock yes- 
terday morning and told a terrible story of 
abuse. On Tuesday evening she went out 
to tho well* when .Jim Robinson p unted a 
gun at her head and made her accompany 
him to the foothills, 15 miles distant. They 
.stayed in the brush till sundown, during 
■which time the girl was repeatedly ravished. 
After dark they sturtcd for Prescott, and 
after fioing five miles Robinson said he 
would kill tlie girl and himself. Sbe begged 
for life, and on promise to say that the 
eloped with him, lie brought the girl home. 
Robinson then started for Salt river, where 
he was captured. The girl is in a frightful 
condition and may die. 

Another Discovery. 

New York, Jan. 22.— A Denver, Col., 
special says : The counsel for Dr. Graves 
assert that one of tho jurors wdio convicted 
Dr. Graves, made tho remark, before being 
drawn on tbejuiy, that if ho was selected 
as a juryman he would hang the doctor. 
Mrs. Graves has almost recovered from tho 
shock brought about hy her husband's con- 
viction, but is still unaware tint Dr. Graves 
is sentenced to death, thinking that ho is in 
the penitentiary charged with a minor mis- 
demeanor. The bailiff of tho supremo 
court lins received a large letter from 
Canyon City. When asked what it con- 
tained, ho smiled knowingly and said bo 
was not permitted to answer. From those 
in a position ti know, tho information was 
obtained that the letter contained an invita- 
tion to the Graves execution. The time for 
the death watch to be established is draw- 
ing SO near that the warden could delay the 
matter no longer. Tho information has 
caused a sensation in Denver.

These stocks all re- 
corded some wide fluctuations, first declin- 
ing sharply and us rapidly recovering. The 
general market wasalso irregular, and the fluc- 
tuations, during the first hour, were confined 
within a narrow range. The net result of tho 
first hours' trading was to leave values frac- 
tionally higher than they closed last night. 
In tho hour to noon Lake Erie and Western 
preferred, the Sugar Trusts and Louisvillo 
and Nashville were tho features. Both 
were actively bought and advanced sharply. 
At uoon top figures were cenerally current. 
The advance ranged from J to 2J per cent, 
in somo cases. In tho afternoon the market 
was less uctive, with prices irregular. 
There was some buying shortly after noon, 
on the report thut Mr. Gould had accepted 
the explanations made by tho Atchison, 
Topeku & Santa Fe in regurd^to the sugar 
cut, and would not press tho request for a 
special meeting of the Western Association. 
This was followed later by realizations and 
the market closed irretjulur, with part of the 
list higher and the remainder lower. Tho 
salos amounted to 389,370 shares.

It has been learned yesterday that the 
Lehigh and Wilkcsbarre Coal Co. made a 
sharp cut in co.il prices on Wednesday, und 
it was rumored that olher companies were 
meeting the cut. The Lehigh and Wilkcs- 
barre Coal Co. on Wednesday quoted grate 
coal at $3.25 a ton f.o.h. at New York; 
stove, $3.50; nut, $3, and egg, $3.25. This 
is an average cut of about 50 cents a ton. 
When tho announcement of the cut was 
made, other companies notified dealers that 
they would muke coi responding reductions, 
and there was a lively time in coal circles. 

In regard to the S.m Francisco coal mar- 
ket J. \V. Harrison writes: "The receipts 
of coal for the past week consist of 20,570 
tons from the northern mines and 9,078 tons 
from foreign sources. The situation in uny- 
tiling but encouraging, not that the quantity 
coming to hand is more than or even equal 
to what is being consumed, but every dealer 
and jobber has us much on hand as he can 
conveniently take care of. There are still a 
few cargoes of unsold foreign coal in the 
harbor seeking buyers, and the best 
procurable prices arc much below 
the import cost, as yard room cannot bo 
found for them. The cost of loading these 
same grades, to-day, at points of shipment 
is about 25 per cent, greater than is offered 
here spot. This works a severe hardship 
on those carrying large stocks, all bought at 
considerably higher prices than they would 
bring now. Time will make great changes 
in values. The present asking freight on 
coal from Liverpool is 17*. per ton, which 
will in ike cargoes cost delivered here, duty 
paid, fully 31s. per ton. This is a marked 
variance from the price at which Liverpool 
cargoes are offered hero, in the harbor. 

Nf.w York, Jun. 22 — 15 radst root's re- 
ports that an increase in mercantile failures 
in the Dominion of Canada from 31, last 
week, to 120, this week, is a feature of the 
trade situation there. Tlie expected re- 
vival in business there has not appeared yet.

A 1'ack of Hound* Which Havo Gono 
IJnck to Savagery. 
For some time there have been re- 
ports of a strange band of animals 
which was depredating on the farmers 
in the northwestern part of Kansas. It 
was supposed that it was u new kind of 
wolf, but as tho animals were very 
wild and wore only seen nt long inter- 
vals, no description could be had of 
them.

A man 
named Withers who bad lost u colt and 
was searching for it had occasion to 
camp out in that part of the country 
where there were no settlers and while 
in camp the band of wild animals sur- 
rounded bis place and raised such a 
noise that he shot and killed one of 
them. 

The rr i t of tho hand ran o IT and he 
brought the dead animal into camp to 
save its skin. lie was much surprised 
the next tnoruing to find that be hud a 
dead dog instead of a dead wolf. Tlie 
dog was evidently a full-blooded fox- 
hound. Withers thought that this 
might give a olow to the strange noises 
produced by the animals, and concluded 
to stay anil investigate. lie stayed 
around there nil next tiny, and at night 
was again visited by the animals, lie 
searutl them off and noticed the direc- 
tion they took, and next morning fol- 
lowed their t roil, lie traced them to a 
rocky hill, and then' found that the an- 
imals innde their borne, lie counted 
sixteen dogs which were hiding in the 
holes nod cleft-; in tlie rocks, and 
thinks thc.v have evidently sprung from 
dogs that have been deserted by their 
muster. 

CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 



Popular Pentlmcnt Favors Separation 
Irom Grant Britain. 

Many Americans will doubtless he 
surprised to learn, says Walter Black- 
burn Hurl-,' i:i :::i article <m "Canadian 
Journalists and Journalism," in the New 
England Magazine, bow many of the 
leading editors of Canada express them- 
selves as being in favor of the adoption 
of a continental commercial policy and 
complete separation from ( Ircat Britain. 
Nothing could show more distinctly the 
drift of the popular sentiment in the 
dominion, for everybody is aware that 
newspapers only echo public opinion, 
and dt> ne>t create it, nowadays. 

A few years ago there was little tol- 
erance in Canada, for any man who 
dared to speak of the possibility of sev- 
ering the sentimental tie binding- the 
country to Great Britain. Now Cana- 
dian independence is one of the strong- 
est of popular appeals. 

The strong opposition of the conserv- 
ative party to anything like free trade 
with the United State is based upon the 
contention that complete independence 
of Great Britain would result in an 
absorption of Canada by the great re-, 
public. The leading journalists of the 
dominion unite in urging tlie necessity 
of Canada belonging to this eontincnt 
economically, and some of them are 
willing to admit to their constituencies 
that if such identification of the com- 
mercial interests of the two countries 
involve political union, then political 
union is desirable. Such an nndercur- 
rant in the newspapers eaunot be mis- 
taken.

Chili Asks the U- S- to Recall Minis- 
ter Egnn— Opinions as to 
the Airair- 

Washington, Jan. 22.— Tim meeting of 
the Cabinet to-day, in view of the death of 
Justico Bradley, was quite brief, lasting o-;,. 
ly about an hour. All the Secretaries wern 
present exeopt Foster, who is at Fprtr«ss 
Monroe. It is understood that Pres.* Jent 
Harrison read tho draft of his n.osPige with 
which ho will send tho correspondence on 
the Chilian matter to Congress to his asso- 
ciates, and it is supposed that it will go to 
Congress upon its re-assembling on Monday. 
The delay in sending the correspondence to 
C ingress, which it was generally expected 
would he done on Wednesday, is said to be 
due to the fact that all the testimony n >- 
duced in examination of the Baltimore's 
sailors at Valparaiso iiad not been received. 
It has just come to hand, and was considered 
by the President lust night. The message is 
not completed, that is, it had not been 
finally revised, and it probably will 
not be until to-morrow. The message 
will not be so long, it is said, as lias been 
reported. At the State and Navy depart- 
ment inquiries for news were met with the 
response that there was none. The Navy 
department had received no news fion. 
Capt. Evans, of t'te Yorktown, anil the 
statement given out, on Wednesday, that the 
•vessel had saili d for Callao, was bused upon 
the fact that the messages to Admiral 
Evans could not be delivered. The mail 
from Valparaiso reached the State de- 
partment, but it contained no news. 

The recall of Minister Egan, the rumor ol 
which was mentioned in these despatches 
last night, was formally requested of Sec- 
retary lUain, to day, by Minister Montr, in 
the lieud of the Chilian legation in this city. 
It is S lid the Chilian Government base their 
request for tho recall of .Mr. Egan upon the 
allegations that the American minister lias 
been guilty of makii.g reports to Washing 
ton that were deliberately f ilse, and of en 
gaging in intrigues for the purpose of ci eat- 
ing trouble between the United Slates 
and Chili. " The publication of tho corre- 
spondence with Chili," said u gentleman 
a lio is acquainted with it, " will conolusivly 
disprove the assertions of the Chilian Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Egan has kept his Govern- 
ment fully advised of the progress of events 
in Chili since his arrival there; but he has 
done so without, partisan bias. The mem- 
bers of the United States Government who 
are fairiliar with his conduct fully approve 
it, and President Harrison and Secretary 
Blaine are fully in accord w ith this. In the 
estimation with which Mr. Euan is held, 
this action on the part of the Chilian Gov- 
ernment, which is the first ollicial indication 
of their dissatisfaction with Mr. Egan, will 
nave a tendency to precipitate a crisis 
in the relations of the two countries." 

It is taken in official circles to indicate 
that Chili does c»ot intend to make repara 
tion or apology for the Baltimore incident, 
unless it can attach conditions which will 
preserve the pride of the Government of 
that country, and enable it to retain the 
rtspect and support of tho people who 
would resent an unqualified apology. 

In accoi dance with the rules of diplomacy, 
Minister Egan will be recalled from San- 
tiago, hut it would not indicate, in tin- 
least, any reflection upon his couise by this 
Government. Ho will como home, it is 
said, if he comes, only because his attitude 
as Minister of tho United States at 
Santiago has been so loyal and 
aggressive, that it has incensed 
the local interests antagonistic to 
those of this country, which were sn Hi - 
ciently powerful to influence the government 
there to his removal. Advices from San- 
tiago show that American residents in Chili 
are in sympathy wi' h Mr. Egan, and that 
other foreign "residents wonder how the 
United States can continue friendly rela- 
tions with a government the minister of 
which holds such adverse sentiments us 
those which have been expressed. Another 
reason which, it is said, was alleged 
for Mr. Email's recall was the note 
sent to the Chilian government by 
Mr. Egan on October (ith, which Senor 
Mat ta designated us gggreBsive in de-ign 
and violent in language. This was the first 
ollicial notice taken by Mr. Eg in of the 
Baltimore affair, and it A'as prepaied by the 
express instructions of Assistant Secretary 
Wharton, under date of Oct. 23rd. This 
letter of instructions was the one g- nerally 
attributed to President Harrison, and Mr. 
Egan's nolo to Senor Matta was an almost 
exact reproduction of the terms implied in 
it. This incident, under the conditions 
prevailing, conies perilously near a suspen- 
sion of communication between the two 
countries anil I he developments of the next 
day or so will beawuited with much interest.
